Issue $200,000 In 
Permits Here Daily

With only half the month 
of March gone, the city has 
already issued almost $3,500,- 
000 worth of building permits 
this month, Mrs. E. Coles, of 
the city building dept., re­ 
ported Tuesday. More than 
$1,000,000 in permits were 
issued this week alone.

An average of $200,000 worth of 
permits for construction here have 
gone over the counter each day 
during March, she said.

Thin figure, coupled with the 13,- 
700,000 in permits issued during 
the first two months of the year, 
indicates that nearly 18,000,000 
worth of permits will be issued 
during the first quarter of 1863.

If the pace set already this 
year continues, there is every in- 
dication that last year's record of 
$18,000,000 will be well surpassed, 
building dept, officials declare.

During the past week, thr«« 
large blocks of permits were 
granted. Slemon and Laramore will 
build 109 homes with attached 
garages in North Torrance. These 
homes are valued at $7,000 each.

A second block of permits went 
to Victoria Enterprises, who will 
build 83 homes In the southwest 
section. Value of this subdivision 
has been set at $277,500.

Another large group of perm Us 
last week were taken out 

by the Torrance Unified School 
District for the KvHyn Carr

permits totaled $287,493.

In spearheading the drive for a 
school administered program, Sues, 
who has spent years working with 
recreation, staled that because 
recreation costs money but does 
not produce any the program has 
been kicked around very badly by 
the city.

"Crime" Told

This, he declared is a crime 
against Torrance children.

The fact must be faced, he said, 
that, recreation, and a better pro­ 
gram then we now have, must be 
provided, or juvenile delinquency 
in this city will continue its dan­ 
gerous upward climb.
